liberty. It -wan unueeessary for him how- 
ever to advocate thai j thn people of Canada 
— at least the people of Upper Canada, un- 
derstand lhal question, il« did not mean to 
speak disrespectfully of his Lower Canada 
friend*-, for be hoped the day wouhl come 
when thty too would understand what was 
meant hy civil and religious liberty. He would 
be understood he thought, if he said that the 
people of Upper Canada comprehend these 
/fe.ii principles, belter than the Lower Cana- 
dians do. This meeting shows that they did 
understand them heller, and he thought that 
no man who has had an opportunity of becom- 
ing ac<pVAin[ed with the acts of Upper Canada 
as differed from those of Lower Canada, would 
doubt what he had said. That brought liirn lo 
the point discussed so ably by his honorable 
friend the member for Lamb ton — the question 
of a dissolution of the Union. That question, 
be believed occupied pretty much the positon 
the question of the Reserves did n few years 
ago. His honorable friend's view of the mat- 
ter was lbis,tbat thny could correct all Ibe evil? 
thai existed now in the management of affairs 
by obtaining representation hy populntion. 
tfe would agree with the member for Lamb- 
ton in this ' t he may be right in tho matter 
because if they obtain representation by popu- 
lation they would have a chance of obtaining a 
rnu';li larger majority in favor of Upper Cana- 
da views upon all public questions. There

rnle School Dill as one of tho most dangerous 
incosuro3 that had boon within his recollec- 
tion. That bill thoy wore nwaro was ititro- 
duced into tho Upper House, «n irroipnnsi- 
blo part of tho Legislature, within a fortnight 
of tho end of tho aossion, when ovcryhodv 
supposed tho session was within a week of 
its end, nnd when u. good many members— 
not to their credit it fa true — had lefi, and 
when not moro than half- tho members 
of Uppor Canada wcro in tho House. Q^i 
was introduced too, after tho bill for ibo nm- 
oudmont of tho school law hud boon in the 
House for six weeks.

Hut bis own views of Ihe matter, Irotn 
the little consideration he had given the ques 
tioo, was in. opposition to thai of ihe member 
for Lamb (on. He could not sec how they" 
could make ihe representatives of Upper Can- 
ada more honest than they are. The doc- 
trine that the people should become more de- 
termined, wore resolute, and more careful in 
sending representatives, to scud honest men, 
and lo keep them honest, was very good ; but 
how could they accomplish this t He believed 
the people of Upper Canada are as honest at 
any people on the face of the earth. The 
very fact that they have been imposed upon 
time aflcr time, and 1 have expressed their 
strong indignation at being imposed upon, is 
that they had been woefully mizzled in the 
matter. He would like to know how long 
they would have lo wail for the people of Cao> 
ada to learn to send honest representatives 
to Parliament, and to keep them honest. ITor 
his part, he did not see bow they ivcre to gel 
representation by population, so long as Up- 
per Canada does what has been just stated by 
liis hoo. friend. Tor if Upper Canada mem- 
bers oppoM's il, of course Lower Canada 
members will oppose il ; and if any from Up- 
per Canada oppose it there will be a majority

That hill had been pretty 
mi'clUUodificd, too, hy: the opposition/ so lhat 
instead of risking £125,090 to carry out the 
system,' he ihougbl £2,500 would do, if they 
pven ntked that mucin It was liedcssiry 
jioweycr be considered, for tho majority to 
do as they had done, to' make themselves 
friends of the mammon of iinrighlcousni?s*,lhat 
when they were turned out of their possession 
ond their power, thay would have something 
lo fall back Upon. He then referred lo the 
general, extravagance of the administration, 
us coining within the scope of the sentiment 
to which he was speaking, so far as regarded 
thceirtl rights of Ihe people. Ho was sorry 
)o say, tbit although llio Legislature were 
swore n to,pTO",est Ihe rights of their constitu- 
ents, yet they ganeiioned extravagances of the 
most outrageous character and go homo and 
say to their friends and their supporters, that 
they hnvo done their duly. In 1S51 a grant 
of £3'">,000 was made to construct landing 
piers below Quebec, and for the life of him 
he could not see the advantage of tliis,further 
than Co give a' few people who live there a 
chance of 'earning the money j far bolter lo 
have given the money and distributed it gra- 
tuiously among the people. The money was 
granted and he helievrdwas expended. Two 
objects were stated for the expense : one to 
give an opportunity of an outlet for ihe pro- 
duce of the country or the borders of the 
St. Lawrencc.but he did not think they would 
ever ship as much produce from them as would 
pay ihe interest of the money necessary to 
beep the piers In repair. Another object was 
to afford protection to vessels in a storm.— 
He had been lold by persons navigating ihe 
St. Lawrence, thai there is noj a vessel which 
sails the ocean that could be protected in any 
of them. Notwithstanding that, an additional 
M 000 was asked for in 1853, to complete 
these piers. That was granted also, and to 
the surprise of alt not initiated in the way 
that things are managed down there, an ad- 
ditional grant of -ClOli^OOO was asked for to 
cover over expenditure in the construction 
of tho& piers. How lint amount was expen- 
ded no one knows. There was another 
small item he might have alluded to there was, 
a; place in Quebec called Durham Terrace, a 
public proininade, built hy Ihe Imperial Gov- 
ernment upon Ordnjnce properly, and kept 
up at the expense of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. Lasl year the people of Quebec, who 
have always occupied this as a public walk, 
wanted it repaired and enlarged and beauti- 
fied. It was necessary to do something to se- 
cure the return of gentlemen favorable to the 
administration, and an expenditure of £4,000 
was made in repairing iDit public walk. That 
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noinbors had on opportunity of reading it. 
There was no time to consult tho constituen- 
cies in Upper Canada. Tho Superinten- 
dent of Schools in Uppor Canada did not Ijoll was sanctioned too, and he was told by 
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f so long as tho blood of a freeman flowed in 
the veins of the yeomen of Upper Canada, so 
long would they find a people determined to 
struggle for ihe establishment and maintainancc 
of civil and religious liberty. The people 
who have occupied litis highly favored country 
came here and made it what it is, because of 
their love of civil and religious liberty. 
What brought the emigrant from the mother 
country and from the sister isle, but the desire 
to enjoy more of the rights to which every 
freeman is entitled ? Jn Canada they have 
a good soil.— they have a good climate— all 
they wanted was a good government and they 
would .have the happiest spot on earth's wide 
surface- [Applause. | He had listened to th«* 
remarks of his worthy friend on the left, 
[Mr. Hrown) and when he stood upon the 
chair lo speak, instead of on ihe platform which 
had been occupied by their repieventative, 
(Mr. Aikins,)ii reminded him of the day 
when that worthy member denounced all plat- 
forms— il reminded him of the single aland 
which he occupied in the Legislature. His 
platform was then the chair of opposition. &} 
thai time he and the member for Lamhtondid 
not agree on all poiuls They agreed in sen- 
timent but differed in the mode of carrying 
out Iheir principles. They did not however, 
differ much. He thought thai his honourable 
friend bad modified bis course a little, and ihe 
experience which he (Mr* Harlman) and his 
colleagues had since then got, enabled them to 
work harmoniously together with thai honora- 
ble member.

His friend the 
member for Lainblon said lhat sixteen Lower 
Canada members were in favor of it, but he 
would like to know how many of these voted 
for his motion.

He (-Mr. H.) had not the numbers, 
buthe believed it to be very small. There is 
this consideration, however, they could not 
expect a favorable settle meet of the question 
of dissolution with a Legislature ond a gov- 
ernment such as the present. They could 
not expect that favorable steps would be ta- 
ken without having first oblined representation 
by population, because. Lower Canada will go 
united, either against a dissolution, or if that 
seems inevitable they will go against the inter- 
est of Upper Canada. Willi the power of 
purchase lhat had been pointed out by the 
member for Lsmhton, there was no chance 
of obtaining a fair bargain in a dissolution of 
the Union. Then it was said lhat a dissolution 
would injure the national character. He 
did not fear that ; but it was well lo consider 
the question fully. If, however he were to 
Yake his own view of ihe matter, he would say 
disolve the union to-morrow. Mr. Hart- 
man iben adverted to the dissolution of the 
Parliament of 1851, in the presence of a large 
military force. IIo said hu fell thon that tho 
mvil nnd religious liberties of tho people of 
Canada wore never so ntrongly threatened 
as at that time. He had bcon told by thosa 
who had moro oxperieneo in those things 
than ho hod, .lhat such n. thing Jmd never 
been done in Canada bsforo ;* thai when nn 
adverse voto was given to the adminisf*o- 
lion tho first thing was the announcement 
ihol parliament would on o given day bo pro- 
rogued. Hut the first announcement on this 
occasion was thnt His Exellency was on his 
way io disolve ihe Parliament. In goiiig I'

Yet ul tho heel of the session when 
imly same 2i> or nt roost 27 members from 
Upper Canada were presoui, this bill was 
brought in to destroy tho school system of 
Upper Canada. If there had been time to

Had he set his mind to work tn devise a 
scheme to destroy ibe School sysicm,he could 
not have devised a belter scheme. The 
avowed object of the Bill was togive the peo- 
ple in Upper Canedajust the same law that 
existed in Lower Canada, yel it was so framed 
that separate schools eould be established 
without avowing any difference in principle 
whatever. Jl gave the power to any five in- 
dividuals to demand a separate school, aod to 
be cntilled not only to a share of the Legisla- 
tive grant, but a share of all the funds raised 
for Common School purposes without paying 
one farthing towards these funds themselves. 
He would ask whether such a bill wouhl be 
tolerated one moment, there were men there, 
his friend called tbern doughfaces, they were 
unworthy the name of dough faces — there 
were men there filling responsible offices in 
the government — men pledged lo civil and re- 
ligious liberty, who advocated and supplied* 
a bill of that" kind — men who went into office 
to carry out the well understood wishes of 
the people of Canada. Mr. Harlman refer- 
red to the determination which the ministry 
manifested lo carry that bill. The reform 
party asked two days to communicate with 
their friends in the west, even by telegraph 
but lhat modest request was denied. Although. 
no concession was mado the bill iVQs not 
brought as stated and was put oil from day lo 
day, and when it did come bark it was very 
much mollified, a great uuny of the most ob- 
jectiounble clausses having been taken out and 
amendments suggested by the opp sition in- 
corported. 11. passed then in a much less 
obnoxious form than when il fust appeared. 
Mr. Harlman then explained ihe feature-* ol 
the bill as it passed, and adverted lo the in- 
juries consequence which would resuli lo so- 
ciety were the school syttem so broken up 
lhat every denomination could have ihe power 
(o establish s.eparale schools. Hut he did 
not believe that their Catholic fellow.siibjects 

desired as a body, to have their children ed- 
ucated by themselves, apart from other chil- 
dren. He had never known them object to 
have t(ieir children educated in their secular 
schools amongst other children, arid those gen- 
tlemen who had advocated llie extension of the 
principle of separate schools did the Houvin 
Catholics a \try great injustice when l\*j. 
say lhat such a principle is desired. They 
should all strive to prevent ibe .expfcntion of 
principle by which letigious difierences. would 
be ioagoified,and should endeavour to cultivate 
ihe inOif friendly intercourse. . fa rfo way 
be believed could they do lhat so well as by 



one gentleman accustomed lo contract for tl 
Government woik->, that he would willingly 
have doiic all thai was done for £1.200 for 
which Government paid something like Xt,- 
300. A vote of £25.000 has been made for 
the landing piers tins last session, but he hoped 
when his honorable friend ( .Mr. Hrown) got 
into the Government a stop would be put to 
that sort of thing. The honorable member 
then alluded to ihe Seigniorial Tenure Bill, 
and concluded by expressing his gratification 
that Ihe reformers of Peel had, al a time when 
oveiy former lhat could be employed should 
be employed, consented to lay aside their la- 
bors for a day lor the purpose of expressing 
their satisfaction with the noble, and straight 
forward and manly course pursued by their 
representative. He hoped oilier constituen- 
cies would follow ihe example, not perhaps in 
this busy season, but prior to ihe meeting of 
the Legislature. Their conduct would have 
Ihe effect of strengthening the hands of those 
who had lutherlo allowed themselves lo he 
gulled into llu support of measures which 
0U»hl lo bung Ihe blush of shame into their 
face s.

Upon the whole bin LonUhip ha, asMimed to 
selllu lhe dilliculltes— but how'?—- by ju^i id. 
lelling the Indians Ihey would not treat with 
their Chiefs, when in Quebec, because he had 
uol obtained of Capl. Anderson permission tn 
lay iluireomplaiuU before his ICxeullency and 
then informed lhe Indians thai their land rreujd 
bu sold without icipiiiing actual vellfuiueiit of 
!^ porvbaser, hitlrnatlng thai ihis would bee 
Iu the iiiterciest of both Indians and white 
men I— of course his lord-hip knows what is 
for Ihe best— and then concludes ihe busi- 
ness of hU council by appointing several chiefs 
without the advice or content of the Tribe. 
I'his way of doing business among the Indians, 
is one of Ihe grievances of which they IliOsI 
loudly complain. Another strange feature of 
(he council is tho persons who compose il. 
•Several Cognftwagas, and slru^bug Indians 
about the |jeniu*ulj who are Capt. Anderson's 
allies, uml who have no sh ire in lire annuities 
ol Ihis Tribe and who never had any claim to 
the land surrendered, yet ifai names of llnse 
are made use of in oppOM'limi to lhe mlcreM 
of ihe>e who are lhe original owners of the 
soil. In cou elusion we have only lo say ilrai 
(here is but lillle hopes of any belter stale of 
affairs among lhe Indians, unless that Ihe de- 
partment k'plaeed under the control of lhe 
Colonial Government— a tiling lhat should 
have been done long ago.— Owen Sound 
Lever.
